It Is Believed That Irias, Who 
Is Said to Be Under the 
Thumb of Zelaya, Will Be 
Elected President of Country 
When the National Assembly | 
Convenes. 


Biuefields. Nicaragua, December 17.— 
The American grip on Biluefields was 
tightened today, ‘when Commander 
Shipley, of the cruiser Des Moines, on 
the authority of Rear Admiral Kim- 
ball. in command of the American 
forces in Nicaragua, issued a procia- 
mation formally stating that no fight- 
ing would be allowed at Bluefields. 

American Ship to Sail. 

Washington. December 17.—The 
l'nited States ship Buffalo, now at 
Panama with 700 marines on board, 
has been ordered to sail at once for 
‘‘orinto. 

This action was taken today as the 
result of a telegram received from the 
United States consulate at Managua, 
in which it was stated that, inasmuch 
as Zelaya in his message resigning the 
presidency had made unpleasant refer- 
Americans, and owing to a4 
report that was current in that city 
io the effect that civilian adherents 
of Zelaya had been armed with dag- 
gers, the citizens of the United States 
residing in that city had appealed to 
the consulate for protection. 

Trias May Be Elected. 

Another telegram from the Amer- 
ican consulate at Managua states that 
it is ovrrently rumored there that 
when Madric arrives in Managua, pre- 
eumebly» tomorrow, Zelaya formally 
will gurrender his office to the na- 
tional assembir. and that that body 
has elreezdy received instructions from 
Zelaya. to cast its vote for Trias as 
president of Nicaragua. 

The rumor is @irectiy at variance 
with the nnderstanding here based on 
dispatches from Nicaragua, officially 
er otherwise, to the effect that Madriz 
would receive the support not only of 
Zelava himeelf, but of his faction. 

The conclusion of the United States 
officers Manague is that, by the 
selection Zelaya would still 
retain his power and would 
eontinue to the situation. 
This change of front on the part of 
Zeliava is a matter of no very great 
surprise to the officials here, it being 
that both TIrias and 
Madriz have long been regarded as 
Zelaya’s willing tools. The hurry or- 
fers sent to the Buffalo to proceed at 
enee to Corinto may have some sig- 
nifieance other than that stated, inas- 
much aes her arrival there is looked 
for on the very day that Madriz is 
expected to arrive in Managua. 

Whether the 700 marines on the ar- 
of the Buffalo at Corinto will 
be placed under the orders of the 
United States consulate at Managua 
does not appear, but it is assumed that 
the commander of the Buffalo will take 
ench steps as he may deem necessary 
under his general Instructions to pro- 
tect American citizens and American

Ten minutes later a similar verdict 
was rendered bv another jury, which 
had occupied a room only a few doors 
from the other, in the case of Albert 
Daspit. a son of Taylor Daspit. who 
had been tried for the murder of Henry 
(champagne, son of Eraste Champagne. 

Young Daspit killed Henry Cham- 
pagne in an election row here several 
months ago. A few weeks afterward, 
the elder Daspit was assassinated, and 
Eraste Champagne was charged with 
the crime.

HUNDLEY WAS TELLING WIFE 
OF ALLEGED INFIDELITY 
ON PART OF JENNISON 


“No Jury Would Convict on 
This Evidence, Though I Have 
My Suspicions as to Hund- 
ley’s Visit,”’ Said the Recor- 
der in Making His Decision 
in the Case. 


The cases against W. C. Hundley, 
new lessee of the Aragon hotel, and 
Mrs. R. E. H. Jennison,t of 85 Eas 
Fifth street, who were arrested Thyurs- 
day night at Mrs. Jennison's home at 
the instance of Walter Jennison, her 
husband, whom she is suing for di- 
vorce and alimony, brought forth a 
lengthy trial before Recorder Nash 
Broyles yesterday afternoon, and re- 
suited in a dismissal of both cases. 

Mrs. Jennison was not. present, on 
account of nervous illness, which her 
attorney declared caused her confine- 
ment in bed. Mr. Jennisen was not 
present, by advice of his counsel. 

Attorneys representing Jennison 
urged the recorder, who acts in the 
capacity of a justice of the peace also, 
to consider a state case against Mr. 
Hundley and bind him over under a 
misdemeanor charge. 

Under the evidence brought forth, 
the recorder announced that, although 
there were grave suspicions in his 
mind as to the character of Hundley’s 
visit, he did not think any trial jury 
would convict the defendant under the 
evidence submitted. 

Thought He Heard Kiases. 

The sensation of the trial came with 
the testimony of Detective Dias, who 
was assigned to watch the home of 
Mrs. Jennison by Mr. Patterson, of the 
Carter-Patterson Detective Agency. 

The witness said that, from an al- 
ley leading by the dining room, at 
about 10 o’clock, he could hear inside 
the voice of a woman and a man. He 
could not see who they were, from 
the fact that the shades were drawn, 
but that he heard a noise that resem- 
bled a kiss. He said that he heard 
several such sounds. 

The light was then turned out, said 
the witness, and presently he saw Mrs. 
Jennison mount the stairsteps, wear- 
ing a blue dress; that he saw a light | 
appear from an upstairs window in the 
rear, and that several minutes later 
he saw Mrs. Jennison descend the 
stairs wearing a pink kimono. That. 
during her absence, the light in the 
dining room was on, but that when 
she returned it was cut off again. The 
witness said that the man did not 
leave the dining room during this 
procedure. 

Detective Dias stated that, after 11 
o'clock, some ten or fifteen minutes 
after Mrs. Jennison returned to the 
dining room, the detectives and police 
officers rang the door bell. That they 
rang for about fifteen minutes, and 
Mrs. Jennison finally appeared at a 
frent upstairs window and asked what 
was wanted. It was nearly 12 o’clock, 
the witness said, before Mrs. Jennison 
finally opened the door. 

Shadowed Hundley Home. 

James A. Patterson, of the Carter- 
Patterson Detective Agency, testified 
that on Wednesday Mr. Jennisen em- 
ployed him to “shadow” Mrs. Jennison’'s 
home at 85 East Fifth street, and keep 
track of the parties, if any, going in 
or out. Wednesday night’s vigil de- 
veloped nothing, stated the ‘witness. 
Thursday night he sald he resumed the 
watch and shortly after 9 o'clock saw 
Mr. Hundley enter the front door with- 
out knocking or giving an alarm. Wit- 
ness said that he stationed himself at 
the dining room window and could hear 
voices, and om one occasion heard the 
tinkling of decanters. That he was re- 
lieved by Detective Dias. one of his 
under men, while he (Detective Pat- 
terson) went to secure help from police 
officers. . 

When Arrest Was Made. 

The witness sald that Bicycle Officers 
Bentley and Norris came back with 
him to the house close on to 11:30 
o'clock. and that Mr. Jennison arrived 
on the scene shortly afterward. 

That when Mrs. Jennigon finally ap- 
peared at the door and Mr. Jennison 
saw Mr. Hundley in the hall. Mr. Jen. 
nison hecame excited. and that he had 
great difficulty in preventing a diff!- 
culty between the two men. Detective 
Patterson said that he finally succeed- 
ed in getting Mr. Jennison away, and 
that the two policemen were left in 
charge of the case. 

Officer Bentley testified that after 
he and his companion officer placed Mr. 
Hundley under arrest, Mr. Hundley 
asked to use Mrs. Jennison’s telephone. 
The officer said that he accompanied 
Mr. Hundley to the telephone booth, 
located upstaire in the house, and that 
Mr Hundley communicated with his 
lawyer. 

That he and Officer Norris accompa- 
nied Mr. Hundley to police headquar- 
ters, where charges of disorderly con- 
duct were docketed against Mr. Hund- 
ley and Mrs. Jennison.

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MAUOR SAYS THE CIfyY 

WILL REMEDY CONDITIONS 

In regard to the charges made 
against the city prison by the 
Fulton county grand jury the 
following statement was made 
by Mayor Maddox: 

“In reward to the charges of 
cruelty I know nothing, and the 
truth or falsely must be estab- 
lished by the evidence to be 
given, but for the unfortunate 
conditions that prevail at the 
prison there is only one cause— 
the failure of council to provide 
sufficient funds for the equip- 
ment of the building. There are 
no cells, and enough money has 
never been available to furnish 
prisoners with night clothing or 
with sufficient clothing of any 
kind. There are ample bathing 
facilities, but under present con- 
ditions it is impossible to force 
the prisoners to use them, and 
the majority will not bathe un- 
less forced to do so. The great 
majority of the prisoners are in 
for terms not exceeding thirty 
days and most of them are of 
the very lowest class, two con- 
ditions which make discipline a 
very hard matter. I firmly be- 
lieve that with a sufficient ap- 
propriation to provide the equip- 
ment which has been asked 
there will be a great change for 
the better. I am hopeful that 
council will provide this amount 
next year. Taking care of our 
new territory has been a heavy 
drain on the city’s finances, but 
I believe we can now find our 
way to properly fit. the city 
prison.” 

Commissioner of Public Works 
Henry L. Colilfer, under whose 
department the city prison is op- 
ated, expresses views in line 
with those of the mayor. 

The committee from the grand 
jury will meet the mayor this 
morning, and tne matter will be 
gone into thoroughly as Mayor 
Maddox is determined to correct 
any abuses should such be found 
to exist. 
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Following the indictment of D. M. 
Vining, superintendent of the city 
stockade, and P. Cornett, one of the 
guards, on charges of cruélly beating 
Fioyd Green, a negro prisoner, the Ful- 
ton county grand jury made a special 
presentment to Judge W. D. Ellis, of 
the superior court, yesterday, denounc- 
ing the conditions prevailing at the 
stockade in the most scathing terms, 
declaring that Superintendent Vining 
and his assistants are inefficient and 
incompetent, and recommending that 


ment take place. 
Judge Ellis ordered the report filed, 
and that copies of it be prepared and 


the members of the city council, and 
that the whole subject of the stockade 
and its management be referred to the 
January term grand jury for further 
invéstigation. 

Indictments against the stockade of. 
ficlals were found, and the evidence 
introduced before the jury in the Floyd 
a more sp@#fic investigation was de- 
termined upon. 

Committee Visited Stockade. 

Accordingly a special committee of 
the jury, consisting of L. H. Beck, Jo-~ 
geph T. Orme, Darwin G. Jones, W. 8. 
Byek, W. B. Disbro and F. L. Seely 
made a visit of inspection to the stock- 
ade. It was the report of this commit- 
tee that was adopted by the grand jury 
and read by Mr. Seely before Judge 
Ellis. 

The committee prefaced their report 
by saying that they were surprised, 
disgusted and mortified by the condi- 
tions as they found them. 

The prisoners are compelled to live 
a beast-like existence, it is charged, 
and their quarters are much worse 
than the mule stable which the city 
maintains adjoining the stockade. Filth 
and brutal cruelty are in evidence 
everywhere, it is alleged. 

Here are some of the specific charges 
against the institution: 

An unspeakably filthy eating room, 
where 160 men are crowded together 
in a room 60 feet square. The enttre 
place is a breeder of disease. 

The Sleeping apartments of both 
white and colored prisoners are incred- 
ibly dirty and the bed clothes seem 
never to have been washed. 

No sieeping clothes are supplied, and 
some of the prisoners never changed 
their clothes while there, one man har.

No Bathing Facilities. h 


There are practically no bathing fa- 
ellities. no ventilation at all, and no 
discipline, the prisoners doing pretty 
much as they please while in quarters.

New York, December 17.—The jury 
tonight found guilty five of the six 
employees ef the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company, who have been on 
trial for the past three weeks charged 
with criminal conspiracy to defraud 
the government of customs @uties on 
imported raw sugar. In the case of 
James F. Bendernagel, a former cash- 
ier of the company’s Williamsburg plant, 
the jury disagreed. Mercy !s recom- 
mended for all those found guilty. 

The jury was out ten hours. Under 
the indictment, Oliver Spitzer, a dock 
superintendent: John R. Coyle, Thomas 
Kehoe, Fdward A. Boyle and Patrick 
J. Hennessey, checkers, may be pun- 
ished for the commission of two overt 
acts, the maximum penalty for each of 
which is two years imprisonment and 
$5,000 fine. 

Result a Disappointment. | 

The failure to convict Cashier Ben- | 
dernage| is regarded by the govern-'! 
ment as a distinct disappointment. The 
effort of the prosecution hag been to 
trace the customs frauds already ad- | 
mitted to a higher source, and Ben- 
dernagel, though not an executive of- | 
ficer of the company. was an employee | 
who came in contact with those who 
shaped the company’s affairs in their 
larger aspects.

The following statement was yoni 
nished The Constitution by W. R. Jen- 
nison: 

“I have read in an afternoon paper 
a card from W. C. Hundley, and have 
been advised as to the statement made 
by this man Hundley tn the recorder’s 
court. 

“I have not interposed a defense to 
Mrs. Jennison'’s claim for divorce. It 
has never been my purpose, and is not 
now my purpose to do so. I settled 
with her out of court, her claim for 
alimony, and, besides giving her by 
deed and bill of sale all of my prop- 
erty, real and personal; agreed to pay 
her in addition $150 on the 13th day 
of each and every month during her 
unmarried life. All of the above is a 
matter of record. 

“When .by the testimony of the po- 
lice officers and private detectives, 
whom I hired at my expense to gather 
information, it develops that Hundley 
is entertained in the apartments of 
Mrs. Jennison, with locked doors, 
drawn curtains and lights extinguish- 
ed, I feel a bit of resentment at the 
thought that this entertainment was 
at my expense. Old friend of the fam- 
ily, indeed! 

“He stated in court that he was dis- 
cussing with my wife our domestic 
troubles, and in particular a feature 
thereof involving my alleged infidelity 
to her. I have for some time suspected, 
namely, that he was the man who, by 
false suggestion and innuendo, put 
poison into the mind and. heart of the 
woman in the case. 

“I make no apologies for having 
purchased and secured. the.information 
which I have at hand. I am advised 
by counsel] that my legal status with 
reference to my wife,. who is. living in 
a state of separation from me, with a 
divorce suit pending against me, is 
such that I occupy the position to her 
of a mere stranger. If my attitude has 
been one of concern, it has not been 
‘under the sting of mortification,’ nor 
from ‘jealousy.’ nor from ‘the impulse 
of revenge,’ but from a desire to know 


The following statement was fur- 


nished The Constitution by W. C. Hund- 


ley: 

“The intrusion Thursday night by 
police officers into the home of Mrz. 
Jennison was an outrage which can- 
not be condemned in words stron 
enough to sufficiently express the in- 
dignation which the circumstances 
naturally arouse. 

“It certainly should not be possible, 
under protection of law, for police offi- 
cers, without process or warrant, and 
without sworn evidence, at the mere 
dictum of an enemy, to invade . by 
force the sanctity of a good woman’s 
home and tarnish her reputation. 

“For myself, in this matter I have 
no concern; but that this innocent 
lady’s character should be affected 
through the aid of officers of the law, 
without warrant or authority, at the 
instance of a revengeful and repudiat- 
ed husband, and that I should have 
been the {nnocent cause thereof, is un- 
endurable. It ts well known that Mrs. 
Jennison recently saw fit to separate 
from her husband and sue him for di- 
vorce. It Is easy to see how, under the 
sting of mortification, and from jeal- 
ousy and the impulse of revenge, he 
should have undertaken this thing; 
but how officers of justice could lend 
their assistance is difficult to under- 
stand. 

“In conclusion, I beg to say that 
Mrs. Jennison has long been a friend 
of my family. I was at her home 
Thursday evening, at her request, to 
advise her relative to various business 
complications growing out of her sep- 
aration. from her husband. Mrs. Jenni- 
son and I were sitting {in her parlor, 
in the broad light of a well-lighted 
house, with her little 14-year-old 
daughter in the house, when these 
officers of the law, at the instance of 
Jennison,. assaulted the front door. 
and, after being admitted. preferred 
charges against this good lady and 
myself.”

3 Act Unique in History. 

An official decree issued today lauds 
King Leopold’s career, and declares 
his creation of the Congo independent 
state an act unique in history. 

“Posteritv will judge Leopold a 
great king. with a grand reign.” it 
says. The body of Leopold remains 
in the mortuary chamber of “The 
Palms.” Tomorrow evening it will be 
removed to the palace in Brussels. The 
face of the dead ruler will not be ex- 
posed again to public view. 

The filing of the will of King Leo- 
pold today shows that he divided $3,- 
000,000 between his three daughters, 
Princess Louise, Princess Stephanie 
and Princess Clementine. This practi- 
cal disinheritance of his children sig- 
nals the beginning og a gigantic legal 
battle to obtain the king’s wealth, sim- 
ilar to that which ensued on the 
death of their mother, Queen Hen- 
rietta. ; 

Extent of Fortune Unknown. 

The exact amount of Leopolds for- 
tune probably never wil) be revealed. 
Senator Winer, the king’s friend and 
confidential legal adviser, told the As- 
sociated Press today that Leopold 
turned over a considerable portion of 
it to the Baroness Vaughan and her 
children, and created a stock company 
of his estates in order to forestall a 
the Prin- 
cesses Louise and Stepahnie, or their 
creditors. 

Senator Winer said later perhaps 
considerable portions of his estate 
would be handed over to Belgium. The 
Princess Clementine, aside from the 
bequest she will receive, is provided 
for by a special income from Congo 
properties. 

Investigation shows that the rights 
of succession to the throne of a child 


‘is not worthy of serious attention. It 
is pointed out by Senator Winer that 
if there were only a_ religious ceré- 
mony at their marriage the laws of 
the kingdom would prevent the acces- 
sion of a child of such a union. The}. 
senator, however, does nof believe there f 
Was even a religious marriage. 

If it is established. that the. Baren- 
is of foreign birth, nal 
will be expelled from  Bel- 
gium like the favorite of Leopold I, 
the Baroness Mayer. whose house was 
attacked and destroyed by a mob after 
the king’s death.

Illinois Central ratiroad to account for. 


7. per cent of its gross receipts from 
charter lines here today with a gtate- 
ment of the case by which the state 
seeks to recover approximately $20,- 
000,000 from the railroad company. , 

The review of the case by the at- 
torney general touched on the grant by 
congress to the state of Illinois of 
2,595,000 acres of land as a right of 
way to aid in the construction of a 
central] railroad through the state. This 
grant was made in 1850, and the fol- 
lowing year the state chartered the 
Illinois Central railroad and granted to 
it all the land received by the state 
from congress, together with other 
property. The attorney general claims 
that these lands were sold by the road 
for $30,000;000, more than sufficient to 
build the read. 

Claim Has No Parallel. 

The claim now made by the Illinois 
Central, said Attorney General Stead, 
that it owes the state nothing because 
of this iand grant, as an example of 
ingratitude, has no parallel since the 
time of Judas Iscariot. 

The charter granted to the railroad, 
the attorhey general claimed, was an 
absolute contract. 

Down to the year 1877 the account- 
ing wes kept satisfactorily to the state, 
the charter lines, 705.5 miles, comproa- 
missing practically the entire Illinots 
Central system. Abovt this time the 
road began to acquire other lines. 

The attorney general said: 

“Not only has the defendant failed 
to furnish the governor semi-annually 
a copy or substantially a copy of the 
account ias required by the charter, but 
the pretended statement it has fur- 
nished have been dishonest and fraud- 
ulent.

Lower Court Results in Decli- 
nation---Action of Great Im- 
portance. 


The supreme court of Georgia, in @ 
rather unusual decision handed down. 
on Friday, declinéd to say whether or 
not it had the power to mandamus the 
court of appeals. It is an interesting 
point, since, if the supreme court does 
assume to mandamus thé appellate 
court, and require it to submit every 
case involving a_ confstitutional ques- 
tion, whenever a litigant desires, it will 
be a means of securing delays almost 
at will. : 

The case in question was that of

Pomreing R. Youmans, of Waycross, in- 


dicted »n November 28, 1907, on the 
charge of having allowed a bank to 
become fraudulently insolvent. 

Youmans filed a demurrer to the in- 
dictment, the main point being that 
the section of the code under which he 
was indicted practically enforced im- 
rrisonment fer debt, which was un- 
constitutional and void. He claimed 
that a distinct constitutional question 
was involved. The court of appeals 
decided the case several days ago, hold- 
ing that the indictment was good, and 
that it was not neoessary to certify the 
ecnstitutional question to the supreme 
court, a8 previous decisions of that 
court covered the question. 

The defendant then filed an applica- 
tion for a mandamus In the supreme 
court asking that the court of appeals 
be required to certify the constitution- 
al question involved to the supreme 
court. ‘ This the court declined to do, 
for the primary reasun that Youmans 
had not shown that hée requested the 
court of appeals to certify the ques- 
tion. The court further statéd that it 
would not say whether or not it had 
the power to issue a mandamus to the 
court of appeals. Judge Atkinson dis- 
sented from the opinion of the court.

Washington, December 17.—Denun- 
ciation of officials of the executive de- 
partment of the government who criti- 
cise congress without just cause, in a 
speech by Representative Mann, of Illi- 
nols, and another of similar tenor by 
Representative Fitzgerald, of New 
York, in which the latter said “a cer- 
tain distinguished official” was re- 
sponsible therefor because of the bad 
example he had set for his subordi- 
nates, enlivened an otherwise dull sés- 
sion of the house today. It was un- 
derstood generally that Mr. Fitegerald 
had former President Roosevelt in 
mind. 

The reading of the District of Co- 
lumbia appropriation bill was con- 
cluded, but was.not put .upon its pas- 
sage and will again occupy the atten- 
tion of the body on Monday. 

Some saving was effécted here and 
there by rediicing appropriations for 
increases of salaries for D'strict offi- 
cers or by eliminating altogether para- 
gaphs making provisions for the cre- 
ation of new offices. Representative 
Macon, of Arkansas, again assumed 
the role of the "watchdog of the 
treasury,” and made-.points of order 
against several séctions of the bill, not 
wholly without success. 

Representative Gardiner, of Michi- 
gan, in support of the bill, occupiéd 
the floor during the gréater part of the 
day, explaining paragraphs to which 
objection had been made.) “ 

Rathér unéxpéctedly | the: house 
agreed: to insert in the .bill an.amend- 
ment appropriating $17,000 for play- 
grounds for childrén of the district. 

Near the close of the day Raprésén- 
tative Mann made an attack. upon Mr.

ORDERS ISSUED 


BY COMMISSION 


‘The. railroad comniission issued sev- 
eral orders yestérday. ‘which will be of 
widespréad ‘interest.’ Gome of these 
ordérs have already béen forecasted: in 


never before been officially promul- 
gated as general ordérs. : 

One of the most important is that 
which affects the routing of merchan- 
dise. .It requires the railroads to obey 
the instructions of shippers in this re- 
spect, and to have an eye to the inter- 
ests of the shipper, even where no 
specific {instructions are issued. 

Another order penalizes the overicad- 
ing of cars by shippers and provides 
as a penalty that charges 10 pet oent 
in advance of current tariff rates may 
be, assessed. <A fourth order makcs a 
charge in the manner of charging for 
freight in less than car load lots. It 
permits a shipper to pay the tariff rates 
on such articlés in the car ag he may 
select, and the highest carload rate 
charged against any of the remaining 
articles, for all the remaining articles 
in the car. _. 

The orders follow: 

Overloading. 


Railroad companies will not be re- 
quired to acoept for transportation cars 
leaded by shippers in excess of their 
marked capacity plus 10 per cent, and 
whenever a shipper at a flag station, 
or other station where there are no 
track scales, overloads a car as above, 
clarges for transportation may be as- 
sessed on basis of 10 per cent gbove 
the current tariff rate. 


Freight Rule No. 10. 


*‘ Substitute Fodliowing for Freight 
Rule No, 10.—Rates for the transporta- 
tion of any article thatis not included 
in the freight classification of this coim- 
mission shall be assessed upon basis

Deadlock Over the Presi- 
dency Continues. 


Telegram: Received From Ban 


Johnson, Saying American 
League Does Not Wish to Em- 
barrass Older League, Cre- 


ates a Favorable Impression. 


New York, December 17—After taking 
three ballots, which showed a continu- 
ation of the deadlock of yesterday, the 
third session of the annual meeting of 
the National League adjourned this aft- 
ernoon until tomorrow morning. 

Three ballots were taken, each giv- 
ing four votes for John M. Ward and 
four for R. W. Brown, of. Louisville. 

The most significant feature of the 
meeting was the introduction by Garry 
Herrmann, president of the Cincinnati 
club, of a telegram from Ban B. John- 
son, president of the American League, 
whick was as follows: 

Do Not Wish toe Influence. 

“The American League club oyners 
have left New York. This should indl- 
cate forcibly to you and your colleagues 
that we do not wish to influence or 
embarrass to the slightest degree y@ur 
organization in the election of an of- 


ficer.” a 


When Herrmann read this telegram, - 
John T. Brush, who had been brought 
to the meeting in an invelid’s chair, 
moved “that Mr. Johnson's telegram in 
which he recedes from his position, be 
copied and be given to the press.” 

This was carried unanimously. and 
after the four hours’ session was over, 
President Ebbetts, of the Brooklyn 
club. annoypnced that it was the sense 
of the eight magnates that Ban John- 
son receded. from his avowal not to 
sit on the national commission if Ward 
was elected president of the National 
‘League. a position. he assumed as an 
ardent advocate of the reelection of 
John A. Heydler.”

New York, December 17.—R. G. Dun 
& Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade to- 
morrow will say that the year is clos- 
ing with the volume of business back 
to more than the normal point, and 
with confidence fully restored. The 
prevailing high commodfty prices, in- 
deed,. produce confisiderable irregular- 
ity, and there is much discussion 
among close students of economic 
conditions as to their effect on the 
money market and the industrial and 
labor situation. But the business world 
seems to be adjusting iteelf to the 
conviction that an era of high prices 
has set in, to continue for an indefinite 
period. 

The sustained value of raw cotton, 
following the government cotton re- 
port, has confirmed selling prices of 
cotton goods, and additional advances 
are made in bleached goods, denims, 
colored, cotton and wide print cloths 
for converting purposes. Retail dry 
goods trade is very active, and a large 
holiday business is being done. Dull- 
ness in export trade in cotton goods is 
combining with the difficulty of get- 
ting prices up on heavy cottons, to 
force a- curtailment of the output for 
a time in the eastern and southern 
mills making them. Men's wear for 
the fall of 1911 were about steady, 


and overcoatings have been opened at! 


prices ranging from 10 to 20 per cent 
advance over last fall in lines offered 
by the large producers. The lower- 
priced lines show the least propor- 
tional increase. 

A good volume of business is re- 
ceived by New England shoe factories, 
and most of them are busy. Heavy 
shipments reflect a substantial increase 
in footwear production. All kinds of 
leather are only moderately active, 
but prices hold firm throughout the 
market. Sole leather is in especially 
moderate supply. Dullness continues to 
pervade the hide market, especially in 
packers’ stock, as prices are above the 
tanners’ views. 

An advance of $1 per ton on wire 
nails and other wire products became 
effective last Saturday, and the present 
level is now $65 a ton above the low 
point touched last May, although still 
$4 under prevalling prices a year ago. 
Some seasonable curtailment of de- 
mand for finished products is apparent, 
but consumers continue to specify 
heavily against contracts expiring at 
the end of the current month, and 
there is promise of extensive buying 
during the first half of 1910. 

BRADSTREET 'S. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say that 
retail and holiday trade has been 
helped by seasonable weather and the 
approach of Christmas, and 
good comparisons with preceding 
vears, a few markets, in fact, report- 
ing a record turnover for the season. 
Best reports come from the north and 
west, but southern trade also shows 
expansion, though this class of buyr 
ing is not yet at. its fullest. 

Jobbing trade reports are cheerfyl, 
with special stress laid upon the vol- 
ume of reasserting demand to fill 
broken stocks. Wholesale trade and 
demand from manufacturers tend to 
quiet, as the stock-taking period ap- 
proaches, but order books for future 
delivery are well filled. In many 
lines of raw materials there is a ten- 
dency to quiet down or to postpone 
buying until after the new year, but it 
s to be noted that while iron and 
steel are rather quiet, so far as new 
business is concerned, and  plg iron 
shows weakness, the volume of spec- 
ifications on orders expiring with the 
year is very full. Industrial opera- 
tions are still very active on old or- 
ders, examples of this being furntshed 
by manufacturers of crude and finish- 
ed iron and steel, machine and _ tool 
makers, western: shoe manufacturers 
and in coal mining. 

Wool buying is still active, and cot- 
ton manufacturers have raised prices 
of many lines of goods to a par with 
15-cent cotton. The northwestern 
switchmen’s strike still interrupts 
trade in sections affected.

About Midday There Was De- 
cline, but Later the Market 
te Steady. 
New York, 


December 17.—Today’s 
cotton market showed continued nerv- 
vusness and irregularity, but recover- 
ed’ most of a midday loss, closing 
Steady net 4 points lower to 9 points 
higher, the active months being gen- 
erally unchanged to 2 points lower.

New York. December 17.—A state of 
neglect, such as the stock market, fell 
into today, is sometimes ascribed 
to “holiday dullness.” It was not en- 
tirely free today from a feeling of 
disquiet as being due possibly to some 
unfavorable factor underlying the sit- 
uation. The continued strength of the 
foreign exchange market attracted and 
kept attention on the possibility of 
gold exports. Additional gold was 
engaged for shipment to South America 
next week on Lendon account, but 
larger interest centered in the ques- 
tion of shipments to Londan direct. 
Discounts were firmly hela in London 
todjy. The conduct of the political 
campaign is expected to prolong the 
strain in London beyond the end of the 
year. What may be the effect on the 
New York market becomes of renewed 
interest in view of expected large re- 
quirments during January for sub- 
scription to new capital offerings. The 
problem is complicated by the ma- 
turity, during the same period of Lon- 
don obligations to the bank of France 
for gold advances during the period 
of stringency. At the game time, there 
were large maturities of American in- 
debtedness to European borrowers dur- 
ing that period. A relaxation in New 
York money rates evidently was count- 
ed upon at the period of these maturi- 
tres, The London Statist of last week 
said on this subject: 

“Some persons, curiously tgnorant of 
the credit of not. only the - United 
States, but its great institutions, are 
again trying to get up the cry that 
debts incurred by Americans in Eu- 
rope will fall due next month and 
there may be difficulty in setting them. 
Such a notion is utterly absurd.’ 

At the same time, the settling of 
them might involve a check on specu- 
lation in New York, such as was caused 
by the recall of credits this fall, when 
the bank of England advanced its dis- 
count rate. The promise of a substan-
